The Little Professor 
Director of Coaching 


LEO was a young man who, while still a 
small boy, set his mind on achieving 
his ambition — to become a great soccer 
player. 


Born in Vienna, Austria, he had no privileges and 
had to overcome many obstacles, not the least of 
which was the destruction by bombing of the family 
home in Vienna. 


After the war he was invited to join a club (F.K. 
Rapid). After he finished a hard day's work he would 
walk for one and a half hours to the training ground. 

‘After joining F.K. Rapid he had two outstanding 
advantages open to him, namely dedicated coaches 
and superb training. Leo took advantage of both. 

Furthermore, once he demonstrated he possessed 
all the potential to make a great player he was 
encouraged by older men — both players and 
administrators. 

At the age of 16 Leo was selected to play for the 
Austrian Under 18 National Team. 

‘Apart from playing for F.K. Rapid, Leo also 
played for F.C. Kapfenberg and very succesful 
Austrian club F.K. Austria with whom he tourned 
Australia in 1958 and other tours around the world. 

In 1955 Leo, together with Karl Jaros, was selected 
to represent Austria and his first tour with the 
National side played in Germany, Russia and 
Switzerland. 

After S.K. Austria’s tour of Australia and New 
Zealand, Leo, together with Karl Jaros, decided to 
migrate 'to Australia and play with F.C. Prague in 
Sydney. 

In 1960 Leo joined Canterbury Soccer Club 
during which time Canterbury's coach happened to 
be the late Uncle Joe Vlasits. Amongst other players 
with Canterbury during that time where John & Jeff 
Warren, John Watkiss and Jimmy Moore. 

In June 1960 an interstate competition was lauched 
and Leo Baumgartner was appointed Captain-Coach 
of NSW. 

In 1961 Leo joined South Coast S.C. and in 1962 
he coached Apia, Leichhardt and New South Wales 
and also coached Croatia S.C. to the second division 
Premiership which elevated them to First Division 
Status. 

In 1964 Leo joined Hakoah S.C. and represented 
NSW against Everton F.C. where 50,000 spectators 
packed the S.C.G. 

During that same year Leo also represented 
Australia together with Ron Corry and the Ninaus 
Brothers. 

In 1966 Leo coached Croatia for the second time 
before retiring from Senior Coaching and devoting 
most of his time with the Juniors where he is presently 
engaged.

This has been brought 
about by the Sydney 
Branch’s total and stub- 
born refusal to allow the 
League to be run jointly 
by the NSW Federation 
delegates and Sydney 
Branch. 

What would without a 
doubt solve the problem 
would be to let clubs 
conduct their own 
affairs, and eeoner 
Branch should steer ail 
their resources into con- 
ducting minor competi- 
tions for which they are 
qualified. 

We now have a situa- 
tion where Sydney 
Branch officials wish to 
dictate and formulate 
rules, but within this 
organisation there are 
very few officials who 
have ever been involved 
with the Youth League. 

Therefore this is, how 
the situation arises where 


most clubs find them-, 


selves making the wrong 
decision because the 
competition format and 
rules are changed, de- 
pending on the manpow- 
er that is elected and that 
comprises the Sydney 
Branch. 

The only alternative 
for the Youth League to 
be a glamour League, as 
well as a professionally 
conducted nursery for 
our State’s promising 
youngsters, is for the 
administration to be 
handed over immediate- 
ly to the clubs. 


Then and only then 
will the League be con- 
ducted in a proper 
fashion, and it will not 
give Sydney Branch offi- 
Cials the opportunity to 
conduct the League to 
suit their own interests. 

As it stands now, clubs 
conduct trials and pre- 
season training for four 
months of the year, and 
the competition is run for 
just 12 weeks. 

With washed out fix- 


tures clubs are expected 
to play twice within a 
week, and on most occa- 
sions double up over the 
weekend, playing both 
Saturday and Sunday. 

The urgency for Syd- 
ney Branch officials to 
terminate the League as 
soon as possible is so that 
they will have no in- 
terference from State 
representative players 
being involved in any 
form of competition. 

I am all for NSW State 
teams, but not at the 
expense of the grass 
roots of the junior code, 
that being the Youth 


League. 

The situation arose 
this year where hun- 
dreds of Youth League 

yers only had a three 
months playing season, 
to accommodate official- 
dom who wanted the 
State sides to have a 
massive time span in 
which to prepare. 

This situation should 
not be tolerated by the 
clubs, as surely it is un- 
fair for the competition 
to be totally disrupted 
and ridiculed, just so 60 
boys can prepare for the 
national titles. 

‘What about the rest of 
the players in the NSW 
Youth League? 

The answer to this 
question is simple, the 
officials couldn’t care 
less. 

This is quite obvious 
when you consider that 
the State championships 
were only played last 
weekend. 

Clubs were told to wait 
two months to play these 
titles, which meant two 
months of training, just 
to play over one 
weekend, 

Sydney Branch offi- 
cials will refute these 
claims, but there is not a 
single club within the 
Youth League which 
would disagree. 

The Youth League 
should be administered 
by the clubs, with elec- 
tions being heldannual- 
ly, and club délegates 
should be chosen to 
form a committee and 
conduct the League. 

ASW spoke to the 
Sydney Branch secretary 
Fred Bones this week 
and we were informed 
that it was unlikely the 
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ion in NSW needs to be completely

“The format for next 
season's competition will 
be discussed at our poli- 
cy meeting on October 
18,” Mr Bones said.

OUR series continues this week as we take a look at what is 
required from a coach before the training session as well as 
a few teaching tips. 


TEACHING TIPS 


Before any effective coaching can take place, the coach must have an awareness and 
command of the techniques of TEACHING. We have set out a sample of these 
techniques and their application in the coaching situation. 


The coach should: 

@ Look like a coach. 

© Communicate effectively. 

© Make the best possible use of space, time and equipment. 

@ Listen — be aware of individual and group reaction to him or her. 


Dress — look like a coach. 


The appearance of the coach can indicate a certain efficiency and intention towards the 
activity which may help set the tone for the future relationship with the group to be 
‘coached. 


The Voice — communicate effectively. 


Thisis the major form of communication with the group, Guidelines to remember for the 
most effective use of the voice are: 

@ VOLUME: Adust to suit situation, 

© SPEED: Slower with increasing dis 
© CLARITY: To ensure every work is audible. 

@ EXPRESSION: Giving variation to tone and promoting interest. 


Vocabulary 

Use words which ar. ple, meaningful and correct — such as: 
“STOP” 

“CAN YOU DO THIS” 

“LOOK AT ME” 


Also, use a WHISTLE, one blast to mean — “STOP, LOOK, LISTEN”. 


Before the training session 


Before arrival at the training session, work through the next four steps in order to 
determine teaching sequence for the skills to be learned. 


1. Introduce the techniques 
2. Demonstrate and explain 
3. Begin practising 
4. Provide feedback 


STEP 1. INTRODUCE THE TECHNIQUE 


— get the group's attention 
— arrange group so all can see and hear 
— name the technique and give reason for learning it. 


STEP 2. DEMONSTRATE AND EXPLAIN 


— prepare group for demonstration 

— demonstrate and explain the technique 

— relate the technique being demonstrated to 
previously learned technige. 

— answer relevant questions about the technique. 


STEP 3. BEGIN PRACTISING 


— give detailed demonstration using a number of children 

— show them how to practise the technique o 
— motivate the group to practise the technique 

— practice the technique. 


STEP 4. PROVIDE FEEDBACK 


— observe and evaluate the performance 

— give feedback — positively. be sincere and honest 

— give simple and precise information about how performance can be improved. 
— make certain individuals understand what you have said (i.e. question the child) 
— be encouraging. and do not be discouraged if improvement is not immediate 

— provide feedback as soo as possible. 

— do not interrupt practice unnecessarily.

THE PAST’ 


RAY BAART2 was forced out of 
football at the age of only 27 because 
of acrude and idiotic blow struck by 
one Luis Garisto during Australia's 2-0 
victory over Uruguay at the ScGon 
April 27, 1974. 

It was to many who saw it, an out 
and out karate chop. Garisto was sent 
off but Baartz did not feel the full 
effect of the blow until after the 
match. 

He was rushed to the Royal North 
Shore Hospital where he lay, partly 
paralysed, an artery in his neck 
ruptured. The artery had 
haemorrhaged, causing interference 
with the supply of blood to his brain. 

Baartz, regarded by many including 
| this scribe as Australia’s finest player 
ever, had been one of the key players 
in Australia’s qualifying series for the 
4974 World Cup finals. The injury 
meant he was unable to play in the 
» finals and furthermore his career was 


over. 
Born on March 6, 1947, in 
Newcastle, Baartz first caught the eye 
of talent scouts in 1965 with some 
superb displays in Northern NSW’s 
Under 18 team in the Australian Youth 
Championships. 

A few weeks later the rugged 
Adamstown youngster was in England 
as an apprentice with the great 
Manchester United. 

When he returned after two years 
because of homesickness, Hakoah- 
Eastern Suburbs (now Sydney City) 

snapped him up. Four months later he 
made his international debut for 
Australia against Scotland and scored 
the only Australian goal in the three- 
match series. 

His left-foot shot was reputed to be 
the most powerful in the country, his 
acceleration, vision and balance made 
him the complete player — equally 
effective in midfield as in attack. 

He was on Australia’s unbeaten 
Asian tour of 1967, a vital member of 
the 1969 World Cup team and of 
course there was that unforgettable 
1973-74 campaign.

League scheme are 
Manchester Untied, 
Everton, Liverpool, 
Arsenal and Tottenham 
Hotspur.
